From the Los Angeles Financial News 


Testing Arizona Law 
A question in which an Arizona law regarding cor­ 
porations organized there is involved and which may 
completely revolutionize the incorporation of com­ 
panies, is now before the United States Suprem e 
Court. 
The question involved is w hether the exem p­ 
tion of the private fortunes of stockholders from the 
corporation's debts stands good in other States hav­ 
ing contrary laws. 
In recent years Arizona has become popular as the 
birthplace of corporations, largely because of State- 
allowed corporations organized there to exem pt th eir 
stockholders from liability for the debts of the cor­ 
porations. 
This made Arizona corporations common 
throughout the Union. 
A protest has arisen among creditors of Arizona 
corporations. 
This lias taken concrete form in the 
case of the W entw orth Hotel Company, organized by 
New York capitalists and others under Arizona law 
to build a hotel in Pasadena, Cal. 
The corporation 
becam e insolvent, and its creditors sought to hold 
its stockholders liable for its debts. 
They claim the 
stockholders w ere liable under the provision of the 
California Constitution, which made stockholders of 
California corporations liable for their proportionate 
sh are of the corporation's debts, and fu rth er pro­ 
vided that no corporation organized outside th e S tate 
should be allowed to 
transact business on 
more 
favorable conditions than California organizations. 
C onrad H. M atthiessen of New York, ow ner of 
$100,000 worth of stock in the W entworth Hotel Com­ 
pany, w as sued in New York for his sh are of the 
debt. 
He contended that his private fortune had 
been exempted from any liability by reason of the 
A rizona Constitution. 
He won his point in the F ed­ 
eral Circuit Court of Appeals at New York. 
T he 
S uprem e Court considered the ease of such great 
im portance th at it directed the case be sen t to it 
for a determ ination of the legal question so long in 
dispute. 


Mojave-Barstow Oil Prospect 
The United S tates Geological Survey reports ad ­ 
versely on the prospect for oil in the Mojave-Bar­ 
stow region. 
A report recently issued by the d e p art­ 
m ent says in part: 
‘‘From time to time since 1900 tim region betw een 
Mojave and Barstow in the Mojave desert. California, 
has attracted attention us a possible oil field, and a 
report that valuable light gravity oil occurs there has 
been widely circulated. 
Great stretches of land in 
the northern part of the desert have been located as 
oil claims, a considerable number of derricks have 
been erected and wells have been drilled at four 
ra th e r widely separated localities. 
Indications of oil 
have been reported in at least two of these* wells. 
In 
the early part of December, 1912, It. W. Pack, a geol­ 
ogist of the F nited States Geological Survey, macle 
a ^ c o n n o issa n c e of the eastern part of this region 
in order to obtain a general understanding of its 
broader geologic features and to determ ine if possi­ 
ble w hether oil might reasonably be expected to oc­ 
cur there in sufficient amounts to be commercially 
valuable. 
A num ber of wells were examined, ranging 
from about 1,000 to 3,000 feet in depth, but while a 
little oil has been reported from some of the* wells 
and show ings in others, in none has oil been struck 
in commercial Quantities. 
"T he main conclusion arrived at as a result of Mr. 
P a c k ’s exam ination has been entirely adverse to the 
Idea that oil occurs In this region. 
T races of oil and 
gas are present in different parts of the world in fine­ 
grained sedim entary beds, and it is possible that sim­ 
ilar traces of oil may exist in the fine-grained detrital 
beds of this region, but it is believed to be highly 
Improbable that oil and gas occur here* In greater 
amounts, and Mr. Pack's opinion is that the northern 
portion of tile Mojave* desert, between Barstow and 
Mojave, offers practically no promise o f brooming a 
productive oil field, and that further drilling will 
prove but a waste of money." 


Increase in Standard’s Capital 
Regarding the proposed increase in th** capital 
stock of the Standard Oil Company of California front 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000, the following statem ent 
from D. G. Scofield, president of the* company, and 
printed in the S tandard Oil Bulletin is interesting, 
Says P resident Scofield. 
"T he hoard of directors of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of California, desires to state in explanation of 
the proposal to increase the capital stock of the 
corporation that the consum mation of the sale of the* 
recent allotment of lo per cent pro rata to stock­ 
holders of record as of February 2, 1914, will prac­ 
tically exhaust the* treasury stock, leaving less than 
3,000 shares in the treasury for future disposal out 
of the present authorized issue of $50,000,000. 
"As th** stockholders arc* aware, a very large pro­ 
portion of the earnings of the company for many 
years past. instead of being returned to them cu r­ 
rently in dividends, lias been carried to surplus ac­ 
count and necessarily used in the expansion of busi­ 
ness, such surplus account as of December 31, 1912, 
being $20,190,<io2.3f>, and which will Im* very largely 
augm ented by the e arnings of the* year 1913 over the* 
am ount declared curre ntly during that year in divi­ 
dends. 
It has, therefore, been considered advisable 
for many reasons to have the* authorized capital stock 
of tin* com pany approximate more closely the* net a s ­ 
sets of the company than in tin* past. 
The earnings 
of tile com pany for the year 1913 have been m ost sa t­ 
isfactory.” 


To Sell Orient Railroad 


Tho K ansas City, 
M e x i c o and 
Orient 
Railroad, 
which hHH been In the hands of receivers, has been 
ordered sold for $1(0100,000 by the Federal Court. 
T he bonded indebtedness of the road is $25,000,000. 
The road will he purchased by a comm ittee of bond­ 
holders, who plan to reorganize it on a $50,000,000 
capitalization basis. 
The money derived from it;; 
sale will be used to pay oft receivers' certificates and 
not.-8, salaries of th e receivers and claims of ccm 
structiou com panies th at built the road. 
W ith these 
obligations out of the* way it is estim ated there will 
re main sufficient funds to pay present bondholders 
♦he marke t value of the bonds. 
Bonds of $1,000 are 
now quoted at $200. 


Morgan Enters Denial 


A 
N e w York new spaper printed a story to the* 
effort that J. I*. Morgan A: Co. had acquired the* $12,- 
000,000 which C hairm an Prouty of the* Interstate 
Commerce Commission said hail "vanished into thin 
a ir from the coffers of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad." The c harge was m ade that 
the* Morgan house had received it as recom pense for 
unsecured loans to a dum my corporation acting for 
the railroad. Mr. Morgan, in reply, brands the charge 
as wholly without foundation. 


Canal Now Open 
T here is 30 feet of w ater now in the Gulebra Cut 
aud Cue haraca Slide and if. is the intention of Col. 
G oethals to send a ship through tho canal in April 
Both ends of the Isthmian water way are completed. 
T h e first ‘‘electric mule," as the 45-ton electric loco­ 
m otives are known, and which will tow ships through 
th e canal, is now on its way to the Isthm us and on 
arrival will be put to work. Thirty nine oth ers are to 
be shipped as fast aa possible. 


Tariff and Currency Laws 


Speaker of the House, Champ Clark, in a speech de­ 
livered in Muscatine, Iowa, opening the political cam­ 
paign in the H aw keye State, referred to the tariff 
and currency acts thus: 
"A t the election in 1912 every intelligent man with­ 
in the confines of tile republic knew that if we car­ 
ried tile election th ere would be an extra session 
of Congress and th at the first great promise* we un­ 
dertook to carry out would be to revise the tariff. W e 
proceeded as promptly as possible to the work of 
revising the tariff downward. 
In my judgment it is 
the best tariff bill ever put on tile statute books. 
If there w ere no other good features in it, the in­ 
come tax section would m ake it ran k among the 
very best tariff bills.” 
Referring to the currency bill, the second great 
problem disposed of, the Speaker said the now law 
furnished a substitute for “one of the worst currency 
system s in the world.” 
“ It provides a w orking scheme," he continued, “for 
increasing the currency when the increase is needed, 
for contracting it w hen the public good dem ands it. 
In addition to this, it prevents, as far its hum an wis­ 
dom extends, the gambling in stocks and bonds: it 
prevents the assem bling of all the money in the 
country in one big city and leaves it at home where 
it properly belongs; it authorizes the national hanks 
to loan money on good farm lands and it is believed 
and hoped that it will, to a very large extent, pre­ 
v ent panics. 
"It is claimed that it lodges too much power in the 
hands of the P resident and that it will not bear the 
light of day. 
Pow er has to he lodged somewhere. 
T he only question is w hether it is b etter to l o d g e 
the imm ense power conferred in the currency bill 
upon the P resident of tile United States, chosen by 
the people and who has their interests at heart, or 
in the hands of some private citizens. 
So far as I 
am concerned, I choose the former. 
We have had a 
g reat variety of men in the W hite House, but the 
honesty of all of them has been above question. 
“ We intend now to proceed to redeem other prom­ 
ises in the Democratic platform by enacting laws on 
the* subjects of the trusts, the farm ers banks and, 
perhaps, on the Philippines. 
W hen we have clone 
th a t we will have put more constructive legislation 
o n 'th e statute books than nearly any other Congress 
th a t over sat." 


Value L. A. Street Railway 


Acting Chief en g in eer Sachs of the State* Railroad 
Commission, with a forc e of mon, is making a valua­ 
tion survey of the* property of the* Ix>s Angeles Street 
Railway. 
T his is preparatory to a rehearing of tile 
application of the company for permission to issue 
$23,500,000 bonds. 
In the previous hearing of the rail­ 
w ay'h bonding application, a difference* of $9,500,000 
developed betw een the company’s valuation of its 
properties and the valuation adjudged for the city 
by Consulting Engineer George A. Damon. 
The com­ 
pany’s valuation was $24,288,406, while Damon placed 
th e value a t $14,782,112. 


In view th a t th ere is a possibility that the city may 
at some tim e wish to purchase its street c ar lines, 
Assistant City E ngineer 
Robertson 
and

Wright of the Board of Public Utilities strenuously 
opposed w h at they termed “an over-bonding of the 
street car properties.”
